planned to have an “Anti-Cigarette” 
Sunday in the local churches and to 
have some well known speaker on 
that day, who will 
talk 
to 
the 
young men and women about the evil 
of the “pill.” 
In addition to this steps will be 
taken to show the state enforcement 
officers where they are lacking in 
efficiency to enforce the law as it 
reads. 
In many cases the members 
of the W. C. T. U. say the sale of 
cigarettes and cigarette 
papers 
is 
made without any fear of prosecu­ 
tion. 
The law, one of the strictest of 
any state in the country, if enforced 
would make it practically impossible 
for any smoker to obtain them. The 
act reads: 
‘ That it shall be a misdemeanor 
for any person, firm, company or cor­ 
poration to give, sell or otherwise 
dispose of any cigarettes, cigarette 
papers or any substitute therefor, and 
every offense shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $500. The same fine shall be 
imposed for bringing any such cig­ 
arettes or papers into the state.” 
Upon this latter the members of 
the W. C. T. U. claim they can pros­ 
ecute several m anufacturers of cig­ 
arettes and also the wholesale to­ 
bacco houses in the city. Recently 
an order was issued by the author­ 
ities warning several dealers of vio­ 
lation and it stopped the sale for a 
short time, but it seems to have 
broken out again. The W. C. T. U. 
will appoint a committee to investi­ 
gate 
m atters 
and 
to ascertain, 
if 
possible, any violations or contem­ 
plated violations of the law.

Louisville, Ky., April 29.—In com­ 
menting on the speech of Mayor Gay­ 
nor at the Associated Press ban­ 
quet in New York Henry Watterson 
says:

Obvious­ 
ly his audience, although the sub­ 
ject one night almost say the vic­ 
tim of his criticism, was with him.
